Mont See is about three miles noith 
of Xivray, the town where the Am- 
erican soldiers were recently cap- 
tured in a German raid. It is about 
ten miles due east of St. Mihiel and 
20 miles north of Toul. 

It is known in trench land, of

“What the American armies have 
done in the past means nothing—it’s 
What this army does that’ counts 
now.” 

Today was bright, 
A freezing wind served to partially 
dry up the mud in the trénches and 
afford a welcome relief from the wet 
and sogginess the men have been ex- 
periencing. 

The sector was the quietest it had 
been in 48 hours, as regards artil- 
lerying. Airplanes flashed constant- 
ly through the sunlight. A sausage 
baloon hung lazily in the rear of the 
American sector. Mont Sec, the. im- 
mediate objective of the ‘American 
“hate” loomed huge across the Ger- 
man lines. 

The boches are said to have at- 
tempted to take advantage of the 
breeze blowing toward the American 
trenches to give the S Sammies a taste 
of gas. After hours of alertness 
American sentries heard a suspic- 
ious humming from the enemy 
trenches, accompanied by a suspic- 
ious smell. This led to a report that 
Fritz was loosing a gas cloud. 

One man, believed to have -been: 
gassed, was sent to the hos spital, but 
his condition is not serious. 

In addition to the gas cloud, 
Germans fired gas shells, which 
oosed a banana-like odor, These

Washington, Feb. 16.-—-Facing one 
of the most complicated and difficult 
labor situations in the history of the 
country President Wilson today 
sought a solution which would send 
back to work thousands of ship work 
ers threatening to hold up cons struc- 
tion in eastern yards.

The greatest complaint brought be- 
fore the council wag that dealers in 
handling coal without check of any 
kind discriminate in favor of their 
best customers while needy families 
suffer. Three prominent residences 
were mentioned within a few rods of 
the city hall where big loads of coal 
were hauled from a dealer who re- 
fused to fall in line with the city 
plan of equal rights and no favors, 
while coal was being 


the needs of families less fortunate 
financially and families with little 
children and no fuel in the house to 
keep them warm. 

This is the sort of thing the city 
hopes to guard against in keeping 
Mr. Harrington in office. But more 
important, than this, perhaps, is the 
need of a man in the coal business 
who can or will get the coal to Ypsi-. 
lanti. Reports 
thousand dollars in profits has been 
practically given dealers of the city

City Not In Business 

The city is not in the coal business 
aud it hag no desire to assume such 
responsibilities, but according to ex- 
pressions of aldermen it will not be 
long before the city does go into the 
coal business if dealers fail to “get 
coal here or to at least prove their 
sincerity in trying to get it here. 

There is a technicality with regard 
to legal right of the city handling 
coal for profit, but City Attorney 
Daggett pointed out that conditions 
were such that there is practically 
nothing now to prevent immediate 
steps if the council desires to take 
them. ! ! 

Fill Bins. Early
